A DRAMA OF DEATH. 


The Romantic and Sensational Story 
of a Suicide. 
/ eB ace at 
The Lovers’ Two Attempts at Self- 
Destruction—The Boy Dies With 
His Head on the Girl’s Lap. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

INDIANAPOLIS, May 23.—The body of Henry 
flilzenmeyver, the youth who suicided in the 
arms of his sweetheart on Sunday last, was 
found this morning behind a pile of cord- 
wood inthe woods near Greenwood. ‘The 
whole story o! the suicide is one of the most 
sensational tales ever told. 

On Sunday Hilgenmeyer, a seventeen-year- 
old boy, and Eila Minnig, two years his 
senior, attended a German picnic. Late in 
the day they drove away from the picnic 
grounds in a southerly direction. “Monday 
morning the horse and buggy were found 
tied to afence at Whiteland, eighteen miles 


d stant. 

The :upposition was that the lovers board- 
ed a traia with the view of elopement. This 
was the general belief unti) noon yesterday, 
when the mother of Eila Minnig received a 
letter from Hilgenmever intimating that the 
couple had committed suicide and telling her 
what he wished done with his personal ef- 
fects. 

‘he mother then recalled that her daughter 
hadstoid her that the boy had been in a 
very despondent condition for several days, 
end that Ella bad with difficulty 
PREVENTED HIM FROM BLOWING OUT HIS 

BRAINS. 
Late last night the daughter came 
home ip a very forlorn condition. 
Her appearance indicated that she had been 
through a terribie ordeal and exposure. She 
was scarcely able to speak, but in a discon- 
nected manner she to'd the following sensa- 
tional story; Shesaid she la )jatiempted -u - 
cide by laudanum,tha Hilgenmeyer was dead 
and that she bad left his body tocome home. 
She declared that for more thana week she 
and Hilgenmeyer had been discussing the 
feasibiliiy of self-destruction and that at the 
p:cnic they came to the conclusion 
TO DIE TOGETHER. 
The poy had already provided the lauda- 
num, and when they drove from the picnic 
grounds it was to select some 
secluded spot to end. their lives. 
They drove to ihe neighborhood of Green- 
wood, twelve miles di-tant, and just after 
dark they spread the buggy robe in a fence 
corner,sat down side by side,divided the drug 
into equal portions, kissed each other and bid 
EACH OTHER AN ETERNAL FAREWELL, 
swallowed the poison and wentoff into the 
usual! sleep. Late in the night the girl awoke, 
and soon after her lover also Was aroused, 
both surprised and disappointed to find that 
they were alive. They agreed to wait until 
morning, when they walked together to 
Greenwood, three miles distant, and pur- 
chased another supply of laudanum. Return- 
ing to the buggy robe in the woods, another 
eternal farewell was exchanged and the bov 
and girl this time swallowed a double dose of 
the poison. The Minnig girl says that the 
drug made her very sick, causing nausea and 
vomiting, but that it otherwise failed to take 
effect. With Henry the result was dliffer- 
ent. He began to swoon rapidly, and with 
the remark, ‘Kiss me good-by again, gmy 
darling.” 
HE DIED WITH HIS HEAD RESTING IN HER 
LAP 
and herarms around his neck. After his 
death she composed his} limbs, folded his 
arms across his breast and covered him with 
the robe. Then she says thatshe did not 
know whattodo and she started home as 
previously told. 

The body of the boy was found this morn- 
ing just as described. It still lies there, the 
Coroner refusing to allow the undertaker to 
remove theremains. The girl is. still verv 
weak and sick, but is recovering. Hilgen- 
meyer is well known here. The gir] 
is the daughter of a widow. Their 
acquaintance began about three months ago, 
andrapidly ripened into affection. Hilgeu- 
meyer’s friends report that his people op- 
posed the union and thatfor this reason he 
has been threaten ing suicide for moré than a 
week. An inquest will be held to-day,

Considerable Damage to Crops in the 
Northwest by the Polar Wave. | 


CHICAGO, May 23.—A meeting will be hild 
here this week which will advance rates to 
interior points, particularly to Pittsburg and 
other Pennsylvania cities.

DAMAGE BY THE FROSTS. 


A large number of reports from Iowa 
points give further details of 
the damage by the frosts of 
Sunday night, and indicate that last 


night’s cold wave was equally severe. At 
Boone the sharp frost nipped the corn more 
orless and greativ injured the fruit, especially 
in the low lands. About Dubuque and 
Northern lowa, there was aheavy frost. The 
cherries and plums are ruimed and apples 
more or lessinjured. Along the Iowa divi- 
sion of the Wabash there was a heavy frost 
but the corn was not up and no harm was 
done. There was no frost at Keokuk. It 
was heavy about Cedar Rapids and all 
kinds of vegetation showed its effects. 
The weather bas delayed the corn 
planting, and the farmers express 
fears the corn already in the ground wili rot. 
At Marshalltown ice formed a quarter of an 
inch thick, and the fruit is greatiy damaged. 
Crops were damaged considerably about 
Burlington. Garden stuff is entirely de- 
stroved, and tke corn is believed to be ex- 
tensively injured. Sioux City reports unu- 
suai but not destructive cool weather. 
Leavenworth reports severe frost in that sec- 
tioan of the Missouri Valley, which killed 
much tender vegetation. The grain crops 
were affected only slightly. The polar wave 
struck Madison, Wisconsin, and the mereury 
declined aimost to freezing, but there was no 
frost. Thecold weather in tbat section has 
retarded but not injured the crops. Tne cold 
rain at Lincoln, Nebraska, excited fears that 
the corn would rot in the ground and other 
grain would be injured. ‘To-day will proba- 
bly bring more reports ofinjury. Last night 
was a cold one throughout the Northwest. 
The night was cloudy and there was no frost 
here, but early this morning light. snow fel] 
for nearly an hour. On ’Change this morn- 
ing prices instead of being strengthened bv 
the unfavorable reports were rather weak 
and declined for the cereais. Receipts of corn 
were the heaviest of any day this year.

LIFE AT WINDSOR. 


4 How Queen Victoria /xists—Etiquette 


in the Royal Family. 
From the London Truth. 
The Queenjnever resides at Windsor Castle 
for more than four months in each year, and 


& t& only during. that period 
that her Majesty can be said 
to live in sovereign state. The rigid eti- 


quette of the English court is never relaxed 
at Windsor; but at Balmoral and Osborne it 
is acomparatively quiet life, with no guests 
except an occasional minister or member of 
the royal fainily, with bardly a ceremony ina 
month and with a reduced court, for, except 
an odd day or two for special otcasions, the 
Queen never takes either lords or grooms in 
waiting to her private residences. When at 
Windsor, on the contrary, the castle is an al- 
most perpetual stream and scene of hospiial- 
itv. Munisters, ambassadors, the “old nobili- 
ty,” noted personages of the royal family are 
coming and going almost daily, and not a 
week passes but there is some ceremony of 
state, involving the attendance of the great 
officers of the household. 

invitations to Windsor were formeriy for 
two and.sometimes three nights, which gave 
the guest ea opportunity of having sume 
cuiet conversation with the Queen,and allow- 
ed time for him to view the wmagniticent col- 
lection of pictures and objects of art with 
which every part of the castie is crowded, or 
to pass afew bours in the library, which 
coniains a very fine selection of books and 
priots. Of late years, however, ordirary in- 
vitations have been for one night only—an 
arrangement Which precludes the possibility 
of the visitor enjoying himself as he did for- 
meriy, and which is positively disadvantage- 
ous to the Queen,as when on the intervening 
day the guest used to be conducted to 
the aviaries, kennels, farms and gardens, it 
often transpired that at home he possessed 
seme bird, dog, beast, impiement or plant 
which was. not to be found in the roval do- 
main; and, when this was the case, permis- 
sion was usualiy requested to be allowed to 
supply the deficiency, so thatin this way the 
Queen received a great number of valuable 
presents. Invitations now are mereiv to dine 
and sleep, and they are usualiy sent by Sir 
John Cowell, the Master of the Household, 
but occasionaily from the Lord Chamberlain’s 
otice. As arule, very short notice is given. 
A command (which it is de facto) has been 
known to reach a guest late in the afternoon 
of the very day On which he was expected at 
the castle.

On arriving at the visitors’ 
entrance ofthe castle they are. received by 
the paves of the chamber, who, after consult- 
ing atable on which each person’s location is 
written out, conduct the guests to their re- 
spective apartments.

hot and cold suppiy. If the guest is known 
tO any one in waiting he will probably be 
speedily looked up by his friends; 1f he is ae- 
quainted with vi ladv of the household, he 
rosy be bidden to drink tea with her. In any 
case, he probabiy reeeives a- visit from Sir 
Johu Cowell. About 7:30 o’clock itis time 
to prepare for the ()ueen’s dincer party, as it 
is indispensable to appear atthe royal table 
in full dress. The old: and ugly Windsor uni- 
form is usually Worn by thuse who havea 
right to it. 

Soon after 8 o’clock the visitor finds his 
way into the grand corridor, where the din- 
ner company assembie. This noble gallery, 
v hich extends all around the quadrangle, is 
hung fromend toend with pictures, and is 
jiiied with cabinets of china, vases and other 
exquisite objects. It would look splendid 
with the eiectric light, but at present it is 
sparsely illuminated with lamps. The Can- 


> alettis and the portraits are the special feat- 


ures of the gallery, which, of course, is 
never shown tu tne public. ‘here are par- 
ticularly admirable portraits of Mr. Canning, 
Mr, Pitt, Lord ‘Thurlow and Archbishop 
Markham, and close tothe entrance of the

It is rather a 
viot thatthere are several daubs of notable 
events in the Queen’sreiga, principally of a 
domestic order, and it is a pity that these are 
not relegated toa back room. One or two of 
them are interesting from the portraits, es- 
pecially one of the Queen’s first council, 
Which inciudes almost every eminent man of 
that period. Charles Greville is particularly 
rood in the picture. 
Shortly afier 8:30 o’clock the Queen enters 
from her own private apartmeuts, followed 
by Princess Beatrice. Her Majesty speaks a 
word or two to the visitors, and then ail go to 
dinner. The private dining-room, which 
opeas from the corridor, is a most comfort- 
able apartment. ‘The Queen always lunches 
in this room, and dines there when her party 
does not exceed sixteen. The further side is 
aimostall window, looking into the quaa- 
rangie; the walls on each side of the door 
are covered with splendid tapestry, which 
Was presented to William IV. by Louis 
Philippe. There are only two pictures—the 
Queen (by Angeli) at one end, and the Duch- 
ess Of Edinburgh at the other, ‘The din- 
ner 18 aiwsys very good, the carte being 
well conceived and well executed, and the 
dinners excellently served. On the menu 
the name of the cook who is responsible for 
each dish is written opposite to it, 80 that 
praise and blame«cau be equitably dispensed.

Communication to the Cluciunati Commercial, 
Robert Crittenden, the brother of Henry 

Crittenden, whose removal te Arkansas | 
have mentioned, fough: very remarkable 
duel about the year 1839. He was canvassing 
the territory asa candidate for 
Congress, Gen. Conwa:, the 
subseqnent Governor of the State of that 
name, being his opponent. The latter was uw 
‘¢ Jackson man,’’? while Crittenden was “apti- 
Jackson’’ iu the. political nomenclature of 
that day. They met in debate at Little Rock. 
There was an immense concourse cf ptopie 
in attendance, and the party feeling ran very 
bigh. The discussion Lecame :ersonai, and 
Crittenden, ai the close of his second speech, 
remarked that he ‘‘trusted no genilema: 
would utter words in the heat of debate 
toward him such as could not be tolerated 
by the code of honor.” Conway retorted in 
atorrent of bitter invective and personal 
denunciation. Crittenden briefly and caimty 
rejoined: “Your lisguage, Geu. Conway, 
admits of only one answer, and that, you may 
be sure, I wiil make right speedily.” <A 
hostile message was sent the same day, and 
the meetiny arrranged ior the foliowing mora- 
ing. 

A vast throng had collected to witness the 
the duel, for there had been no attempt made 
to conceal it. Beu Desha,a son of Gov. 
Desha, of Kentucky, was Crittenden’s sec- 
ond and Coi. Wharton Rector was the second 
of Conway. There was some delay in settling 
the preliminaries, at which Gen. Conway be- 
came impatient and excited, while Crittenden 
remained perfectiy coul, stretched quietly on 
a bianket, with bis eyes closed, as though he 
were sleeping. Finaliy’ the principais were 
called to their positions. “The spectators,’ 
says an eye-witness, “ai a glance, contrasted 
their aspect and bearing. Crittenden inher- 
ited the noblest of human forms,witb fair pair 
blue eyes and a lofty countenance, frank and 
open in its expression, and Wexring the seal 
of death-defying bravery. He stood cool, 
collected and unconcerned, like a rifleman 
about to fire ata mark. But Conway hada 
stern face, eves dark as nigot, and his look of 
indubitable courage was. perceptibly tinged 
with revenge. At lemzth Desha gave the 
word in a voice that ravg over the hills like 
the peal of a trumpet—Fire! One—Two— 
Three! Atthe sound ‘Fire!’ Conway raised 
his weapon ard drew the trigger.

That the Judge of a court should deliberately 
notify a citizen of his intention to go outside

Seaion 2. Proceedings generally.—Pun- 
ishment.—The House 
shall have the sole power of tmpeaehment. 
All impeachments shall be tried by the Senate 
and when sitting for that purpose, the Sena- 
tors shall be sworn to do justice according to 
law-and evidence. When the Governor of 
the State is on trial, the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court shail preside. No person 
shall he convicted wi'hout the concurrence of 
two-thirds of the Senators present. 
But judgment in such cases shall not ex- 
tend any further than removal from office 
and disqualification to hold any office of 
honor, trust or profit under this State. The 
party, whether convicted er acquitted, shall, 
nevertheless, be liable to prosecution, trial, 
judgment and punishment according to law. 
If the Legislature is not in session a special 
session may be called, under the law, if it is 
uecessary. The statute provides for the de- 
tails of the trial, the right of the accused to 
be represented by counsel, his suspension as 
soon as impeachment proceedings are 
broucht, etc. 
The only ease in which this method of 
address can now be used is when a Judge is 
unable to perform the duties of his office by 
reason of continued sickness in mental or 
physica infirmity. The method is provided 
in artic 6 of the Constitution of the State, 
as follows: 
Sec. 41. Removal of Judges for inability to 
act.—In case of the inability of any Judge of 
a court of record to discharge the duties of 
his office with efficiency by reason of con- 
tinued sickness or physical or mental infirm- 
ity, it shali be inthe power of the General 
Assembly, two-thirds «f the members of each 
house concurring, with the approval of the 
Governor, tu remove such Judge from office; 
but each House shall state on its respective 
journal the cause for which it shail wish his 
removal, and give him notice thereof, and he 
shall have the right to be heard in his defense 
in such manner as the General Assembly shali 
by law direct.

A RECEIVER’S RESISTANCE, 


Capt. Bent Objects to Paying Attor- 
neys Their Clients’ Dividends. 


The St. Louis Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany’s policy-holders were recently awarded 
a crumb dividend of 3% per cent from the 
Salvage of the insurance wreck. Many 
of them placed their policy claims 
in the hands of attorneys who now seek to 


collect the respective sums due from the re- 
ceiver, Capt. Silas Bent. That officer 
of the court, however, acting unter 
the advice of Col. T. TT. Gantt, 
the _—referee, refuses to pay the 
policy-holders in that way. He requires 
from each attorney a special power from the 
claimant, the cost of which in some instances 
would exceed the amountof the claim. ‘The 
attorneys are much agvrieved, and a 
formal complaint was made this morning to 
Judge Heorner.who took the matter under ad- 
visement. It was stated in court that Re- 
ceiver Bent had acied very curtly in the mat- 
ter,and as sufficient money had been absorbed 
already in the Mutual estate by the court’s 
officers the attorneys for the unfortunate 
creditors feit that the receiver was not help- 
ing the claimants by such a course of resist- 
ance.

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LEGAL LUMINARIES. 


The Judges of the State Supreme 
Court. A 


Sketches of Their Personal Charcter- 
istics, Habits and Peculiarition. 


——_< 
Judges Sherwood, Norton, Henry, Hough 
and Ray—Method of Doing Businéss 
in the August Tribunal, 


The Supreme Court of Missouri is generally 
regarded in this city as a local institution, 
but aside from the numerous attorneys who 
appear before that honorabie body very few 
people here have the slightest idea of its per- 


with the court, because it is an exclusive, 
solemn and sober body, with whom the 
statesmen rarely come in contact. Besides, 
the present Supreme Court was elected en- 
tirely from the country, and seldom or never 
has occasion to visit St. Louis, except to pass 
through it. During the years in which the 
court held an annual session here, it was a 
familiar institution, but after its removal to 


Jefferson City the people lost trace of 
its membership, which has undergone a 
complete change. The co: ri itself has grown 
more somber, melancholy and_ bilous- 
looking since 1t assumed the occupancy of 
its new butiding. The frigidity with which 
it glanees over its eye-glasses at the trembling 
appticant for a hearing is enough to strike 
terrorto the soul. There is no stump- 
speakiuginthe Supreme Court and argu- 
ments are generally cut short and confined 
to citations of law. At the unfashionabie 
hour of 9 o’clock in the morning the small 
door at the left of the court chamber swings 
open, and the members file into the room and 
assume their several positions. Then the 
bailiff, in an old-fashioned way, cries-the 
court, and business proceeds with the ugmost 
dsfpatch. “ 

“Mr. Clerk,” says the Chief Justice,*‘we 
desire to file some opinions this mornin >’’ 

‘‘May it piease the court,’? says a dipper 
lawyer from St. Louis, whois presentil-¢ his 
first case. ‘‘T wish to submit a brit in 
the —” / 

“Verv well,’’ interrupts the Chief Jus- 
lice, “tile it with the clerk.” 

“Yes, your Honor, but I desire also to 
present some documents touehing—’’ 

‘**File them with the clerk.” 

Thus the half-blown speeches are chopped 
off in the very hey-day of their ripeness, and 
the Chief Justice calls out: ‘‘Mr. Marshal, 
adjourn court till to-morrow morning at 9 
o’ciock.”” Whenthere are no arrangements 
for oral arguments court isin session half an 
hour. 

THOMAS A. SHERWOOD, 
Chief Justice, is a melancholy man, with a 
stern countenance and an atmosphere of so- 
cial frigidity that chills the spinal column. 
He has that peculiar combination of black 
bair and light gray eyes that mark the man of 
great determination and strength of purpose. 
His dark mustache standsin all directions, 
‘like quills upon the fretful  porcu- 
pine,’’ and his face bas a 
wearv and care-worn expression. Judge 
Sherwood is a man of striking 
characteristics and his individuality is largelv 
developed. Personally he is warm-hearted 
and kind, but he has voluntarily adopted a 
social! ostracism that prevents even his friends 
from knowing bis good qualities. As aJudge 
he is learned in the law and writes the purest 
Eoglish of any man on the bench, but his 
opinions lose their effectiveness by the evi- 
dent vein of passion end prejudice 
that is sometimes permitted to run 
through them, as in the Cass county 
bond cases. Heis a hard, untiring worker, 
prepares his opinions rapidly and actually 
lives in his office ia the court buildiug.: His 
family now resides in St. Louis, where his 
children are being educated. Judze Sher- 
wood was born at Eatonton, Putnam eounty. 
Ga., June 2, 1834, and was educated in Mer- 
eer University ane Sburileff Co lece;: he ¢ame 
to Missouri in 1852, and has resided in the 
counties of St. Louis, Cape Girardeau, Seott, 
Newton, Lawrence and Greene, ‘from 
which last named county he 
was elected to the Supreme 
in 1872. He was admitted to the bar in 1857 
by Judge Harrison Hough, of the Tenth Ju- 
dicial Circuit. His term of office expires 
with this year, but he is a candidate for re- 
nomination, 
WARWICK HOUGH 

is directly the oppostie of the Chief Justice in 
personal appearance and social qualities. He 
is a large, finely-developed specimen of man- 
hood and dresses with exquisite taste. His 


he is a_ pleasant companion. He 
the snow-white hair and youthful face that 
render Gov. Crittenden so attractive, and, to 
teil the truth, Judge Hough has been quite 
a masher. His short chin-whiskers and 
mustache are rapidiy turning from red to 
white, butin noother respect does he give 
evidence of his age. The Judge is something 
of a sportsman, taking peculiar delight in 
trout-fishing and hunting. He knows. the 
pedigree of every kennel in the New York 
dog show, and is fond of blooded animals, 
On the bench Judge Hough has 
proven an agreeabie surprise, for he 1s tire- 
less in bis labor and his decisions are replete 
with argument and thought. His specialty 
has been equity and land cases, but his recent 
opinion in the Shockey murder case shows 
that he bas ability in other directions. Judge 
Hough was born in London county,. Va., 
January 26, 1806, and was brought to Cole 
county in 1888. He was edueated at the 
State University, and made Assistant 
State Geologist in 1854; was 
admitted to the bar in 1859: served as Sik re- 
tury of the State Senate from 1851 to 7% S61, 
when he received the appointment of Muju- 
tant-General ;;ia 1882-63 he served as Sef leta- 
ry of State, and from 1863 to 1865 was} staff 
officer under Gens. Polk, Lee and Taylo!t’) He 
lived in Memohis from 1865 to 1867, wlith he 
removed to Kansas City and was e ected trom 
that city to the Supreme bench in 1874¢ He 
married a daughter of Hon. Benj. F. Massey, 
who was once Secretary of State. 
JOHN E. HENRY 

is small, nervous audirritsble. He has tron- 
gray hair, a stiff, gray moustache, and spark- 
ling gray eyes. Judge Henry is exceedingly 
agreeable, both as a companion and a friend, 
especially when in ordinary health. Heisa 
shrewd politician, a good lawver, and has 
given the judiciary some important opinions. 
He has made a specialty of murder cases, and 
was succeeding beyond every expectation, 
uatilg@ the Wicners case, in which. opinion 
he attempted to clearly define the precise 
difference between murder in the first and 
second degrees, but the result was never 
satisfactory to the bar. Judge Henry has a 
large family, andis the grandfather of sey- 
eral children. He was born at Cynthiana, 
Harrison county, Ky., January 29, 1825, and 
graduated from the Transylvania Lsw School, 
He came to Boonville, Mo., in 1845, and in 
1847 was appointed attorney of 
the + Branch Siate Bank, 
removed to Fayette; in 1854, 
he was appointed State Superintendent of 
Public Schools, andin 1865 he removed to 
Macon City, where he was elected Judge of 
the Circuit Court in 1872, and 1876 to the Sn- 
preme bench.

is mare of a Supreme Judge and less resem- 
bles one than any man who has graced the 
bench in many vears. He is noticeably smail

He 
is fond of stock and is fully uv in the breed- 
book of fine cattle. He is studious, quick and 
decisive. His famous opinion in the gas case. 
which made eight leng columns of solit' von- 
pareil, crowded with citations from the ju- 


diciary of the world, and upon which hung’ 


the destiny of millions of doliars, Was written 
in three days. Judge Norton is a native of 
Logan county, Kv., where he was 
born November 21, 1821; was ed- 
ucated at Central College and the 
Transylvania University, and came to Missour) 
in 1842. He served as Circuit Judge from 
i852 to 1857 and as a Member of Congress 
during 1861 and 1862. He was the Democratic 
nominee for Supreme Judge in 1868, and 
elected amemberof the Constitutional Cor- 
vention in 1875. In 1876 he received the an- 
pointment of Supreme Judge, and in 15:5 
was unanimousiv nominated and duly elected 
his own successor. He is married and has a 
charming daughter in society. 

t is related of Judge Norton that in 184 
he traveled the Platte circuit on horseback, 
in company with Gen. Jim Craig, the veteran 
joker of St. Joe. After staying all one night 
at a hospitable farm-house Gen. Craig siviy 
pilfered a few silver spoons and placed 
them in Judge Norton’s§ saddile-bags. 
After breakfast the Judge rode away 
alone, while Craig remained to settie 
the bill. When the Judge had reached a 
turn in the road, Craig regretfully notified the 
lady of the house that his companion was a 
thief who had stolen some of her spoons, and 
that because of her hospitality he did not de- 
sire that she should be treated in sucha 
shameful manner. The lady caiied up 
her husband and the farm hands, who armed 
themselves with clubs and whips, and started 
in pursuit of Judge Norton. At the 
end of a mile the pursuers captured the 
Judge, made him dismount, searcked his 
saddie-bags and foundthespoons. Just as 
they were about to commence pummeling the 
terrified Judge his companion rode up and 
explained the joke. Judge Norton was cha- 
grined and diszusted over the trick, but the 
next night he got even with Gen. Craig, wno 
thereafter solemn!y promised t® let the “‘littie 
black man from Plati’’ alone. 

JUDGE RAY 

is a recent acquisi‘ion to the bench, and as 
yet has not bad much opportunity to dir- 
viay his judicial ability. He is smaiier in 
stature than Judge Henry, with white hair 
and full white beard. Physically he is rather 
delicate, but is doing laborious service. He 
has two grown daughters of whom heis just- 
lv proud. Judge Kay wss nominated in 
1880 over Alex. Martin, of this city.
